Hello Graham, 

I understand your concern. Please be assured that none of your rights are affected 
regarding your inventorship of the patent application. The significance of the 
declaration is that it would help' streamline the current prosecution of the patent 
application for the reasons stated in my previous e-mail. 

To put it another way, when you and your fellow inventors filed the patent application on 
September 28, 1999, it is understood that you and your co-inventors had a prior working 
knowledge of the subject matter contained in the application. However, during 
examination, the USPTO takes the position that the subject matter in a patent application 
does not exist prior to the filing date, absent evidence to the contrary. Accordingly, the 
USPTO will only look to the filing dates of relevant patents to initially determine what 
is prior art (i.e., the USPTO sees who filed first) . 

In our case, the Ozzie patent (6,640,241) was filed on July 19, 1999 - a little over two 
months prior to your application. As such, the Examiner rejected the patent, since Ozzie 
technically pre-dates your application. However, it is well-known that numerous prototypes 
and documents were generated at UBS well before the July 19, 1999 date. One such document 
is the "Interchange Functional Specification Version 2.4". 

The declaration is simply a mechanism to provide evidence to the USPTO that there was a 
working knowledge of the subject matter prior to the filing date of the application (i.e., 
"evidence to the contrary"). And for us to provide the specification as evidence of that 
working knowledge, the USPTO requires the inventors to "vouch" for the document via a 
declaration. This is why we are asking for your cooperation in this regard. 

The effect of the declaration would be that the Ozzie patent would be removed from 
consideration as prior art, and the prosecution of the application would continue at the 
USPTO (the application has not issued as a patent) . In other words, the declaration is 
simply a statement by the inventors, saying "we know the Ozzie patent was filed prior to 
our 

application, but our knowledge contained in the application predates Ozzie, and this 
specification proves it."
